Unauthenticated Statement In Vienna 
Newspaper Says 25.000 Have 
Bean Maaaacred 

Vienna. — The Reichspoet whieh‘ 
publishes a report from a reliable per- 
Bouality whose name is not men:ioned.\ 
statins that 25.000 Albanians have 
been slaughtered by Servians and com¬ 
it ad ji a in old Sssvla and along the 
routes taken by the Servian forces In 
the march to the Adriatic. 

At Uskub the writer of the dossier 
counted thirty-eight wells Ailed with 
Albanian corpses, the Servians And* 
ing the frozen ground too hard to dig 
graves. At Ferisovitch, where the 
Albanians resisted, more than 1200 
were killed, only three Mohamet&n Al¬ 
banians over 15. years of age being 
left alive. 

Five thousand Albanians were killed 
at Prishtina- The writer admlfs that 
the Turkish officers here misused the 
white flag, and the Servians in revenge 
slaughtered hundreds of families down 
to children in the cradles- 

There was no resistance at Prii- 
rend, but 400 persons were killed in 
the first few days after the entry of 
the Servian troops. 

General Yankovitch, In his march 
to the' coast, destroyed’ twenty-seven 
villages, exterminating the inhabi¬ 
tants to the youngest children. Here 
the women and children, wrapped in 
straw, were burned alive before their 
iiusbanda and fathers. Four hundred 
men who gave themselves up were 
tuken to Prizrend and shot In batches 
of from forty to sixty. 

The journal concludes Its accqun* 
with an appeal to Europe to send a 
commission of Inquiry. 

These revelations would have car¬ 
ried more weight if the Reichpost nad 
published the name of Its Informant, 
but there is no doubt that much of the 
report is true, owing to the hatred ex¬ 
isting between Albanians and Serv¬

i Into tbe land which I shill shew 
It ie written of Hlth: By faith 
Abraham, when he was called to go 
out Into a place which he should after 
receive for an Inheritance, obeyed, and 
he went out. not knowing whr.her he 
went (Acts vii, 3; Heb. xi, 8 ). He 
was for more than 160 years contem¬ 
porary with Shem, the son of Noah, 
and I do not doubt but that he had 
heard from him of paradise, the flam¬ 
ing sword, the cherpbini, the future 
glory of the redeemed, when all crea¬ 
tion shall enjoy- the benefits of tha 
gC«at redemption according to Rom. 
viii, 18-23. See also Heb. xi, 10, 13. 
The great promises of verse* 1 to 3 
of our lesson were not fulfilled to 
Abraham in his lifetime (seo Acta 
vii, 6 ),. and they still await their com¬ 
plete fulfillment, but all that God haa 
said shall come to pass in HI 3 time, 
and all true believers shall see it. 

His call was to complete separa¬ 
tion from his kindred, but he took 
some of them with him, and they 
seem to have proved a hindrance for 
a time. He did get beyond Haran 
till the death of his father (xi, 32). 
When he ehteted the land h’s first 
resting place was Slehem, Sbechem. 
in the plain of Moreh. There the 
Lord appeared unto him and confirm¬ 
ed the promise: Unto thy seed will 
1 give this land, (verse 7), and there 
Abraham bulldcd his first altar In the 
land untqrthe Lord! This se ms to 
have been tbe Lord's first appearance 
to him since He called him to leave 
his native land. He had not been 
fully obedient, and revelations of the 
Lord require obedience on our part. 
The Canaanlte was in possession of 
the land and knew not the God of Ab¬ 
ram. but this gave Abram the oppor¬ 
tunity to bear witness to the true 
God, and 81 * 0*10 manifest.bis faith 
and patience. 

His next resting place was between 
Bethel and Al, and there also he 
bullded an altar unto the Lord- and 
worshipped Him (v. 8 ). This was ail 
as It shouldUe and a testimony to the 
living and true God in the presence 
of the heathen who dwelt In th? land. 
He oontinued his journey southward, 
and from verse 9 we may gather a 
good saying for our dally life, ffoing 
on still. It should always be so with 
the believer, or, as in II Sam. v, 10, 
margin, "going and growing,” or a* 
In Ezek. xli, 7, ’’an enlarging and 
a winding about, still upward, by the 
midst.” The rest of this lesson 
chapter Is not so good a record. The
